Three Assessment Appeals Heard In 
Court of Revislon—Correspondence 
and Reports Dealt With—Satisfac- 
tory.

The court of revision, for hearing 
appeals against assessment on prop- 
erty for 1986, wes held in the town 
hall at efght o’clock Monday evening, 
three appellants registering their 
cases by letter. The appeal of a 
property owner in town was sustain- 
ed by the court; a second appeal for 
reduction in assessment by an owner 
of subdivision lots was granted; the 
third appeal for reduction of farm 
Jands was also granted. 

Correspondence 

The Canadian Credit Men's Trust 
association of Calgary advised the 
council that settlement for water 
rate arrears of a former resident reg- 
istered With them could not be paid, 
but payment would be made as soon 
as possible. It was moved to renew 
the contract with the Imperial To- 
bacco Co. for rental of a site for a 
sign. The transfer of a lot to the 
town by request of the executors of 
the estate of the late H. O. Bredin 
was accepted by the council. Instruc- 
tions were given the town engineer 
to erect the board of trade fairground 
fence along the road allowance next 
the ditch along the north side of the 
site. The matter of Hcensing transi- 
ent traders was brought up, and the 
secretary Was instructed to prepare 
the necessary bylaw. 

The secretary reported that since 
the council took their stand on the 
water rate question that all arrear- 
ages had been met with the excep- 
tion of six, and it was probable that 
four of these would be paid. Instruc- 
tions were to be given the engineer 
to turn off the water of the other two 
consumers.

Arthur Cutten Wins 


Arthur W.Cutten, spectacular spec- 
ulator in the grain markets of North 
America, successfully fought off the 
United States government in its at- 
tempt to bar him from U.S.A. grain 
exchanges for two years. ‘The gov- 
ernment through its Grain Futures 
Commiasion charged Cutten with a 
variety of offences under the Act. 
The Supreme Court declared in favor 
of Mr. Cutten, who is a_ native of 
Guelph,” Ontario. The Associated 
Press stated that at one time Cutten 
owned more wheat than any one else 
in history which is hardly true, but it 
is doubtful if his operations were as 
gigantic as those of the Leiter crowd 
and several other’ great plungers. 
One thing is definitely known and 
that is that Cutten was the biggest 
“bear” on the market in the early 
stages of the depression. The Secre- 
tary of Agriculture in the Hoover 
Administration wired Cutten to de- 
sist from his bearish operations. The 
reply was in such vague terms ag to 
indicate an air of injured innocence 
but the Grain Futures Commission 
knew that Cutten was many millions 
of bushels short.

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THOUGHTS ON ALBERTA’S BOND 
INTEREST POLICY 


The Alberta government is planning on 
obtaining the voluntary consent of bondhold- 
ers to reduce interest on Alberta bonds, fail- 
ing which it will go ahead and compel an 
interest reduction. 

All of which is rough on bondholders who- 

-ever they may be but the great majority of us 

have no interest in Alberta bonds, except in- 
directly, through insurance companies. So 
most of us are not immediately concerned. 

The most serious objection to the proce- 
dure is that bondholders are not given an op- 
portunity to get their money back. Bond 
prices have steadily declined and to sell out 
means a heavy loss. No one gets the benefit 
of that loss—certainly not the Alberta gov- 
ernment. 

Great Britain, in her refunding operations, 
gave bondholders an opportunity to dispose 
of their holdings for cash. That is fair and 
just. 


This prerogative a government certainly 
has, of changing the contract after the deal 
has long since been consummated, is a blow 
to investors. It furnishes a good example of 
why people with money prefer gold above 
all else. For the value of gold never depre- 
ciates and always goes upward. 

Governments can change the contracts 
with impunity. Apparently they cannot be 
brought to book like individuals. But those 
who do not buy government bonds and put 
their money in gold can always be satisfied 
they will maintain their capital unimpaired. 

The immense fortunes of India have been 
maintained for generations because they 
have been largely kept in gold and silver. 
But fortunes, like those of the Rothchilds, 
have been swept away because they were 
invested in government bonds. 


It is probable that the method employed 
by the Alberta government in cutting inter- 
ests on its bonds will prove to be an error. 
The advantages obtained, when the process 
is worked out, are likely to be less (taking 
the disadvantages into consideration) than 
is anticipated by the government. 

But aside from all that the people of On- 
tario, at least, should be the last to hold up 
their hands in holy horror. The action of 
the Hepburn government towards the con- 
tracts with Quebec power companies was 
certainly repudiation of the most designed 
type. 

This, of course, does not furnish an accep- 
table precedent for Alberta. But it was re- 
pudiation on the part of Ontario, so that Al- 
berta was not actually the first province in 
Canada to make a default. 

Ontario showed the way and blazed the 
trail. 

The cutting of bond interest in itself is not 
so serious a matter to bond-holders. The 
damage to them lies in the loss of capital. 
When arbitrary action is taken by govern- 
ments along the lines of changing the con- 
tract, cutting interest, etc., the bonds drop 
in price. 

In the case of Alberta bonds there has 
been a drop of an average of twenty points 
at least in a little over a year. On our total 
bonded indebtedness this means a loss of 
thirty million dollars, Who gains? 


THE ADVANTAGES OF DEMOCRATIC 
GOVERNMENT 


The menace of the dictatorial state is well 
illustrated by the position in which Italy 
finds itself. Also by the trend of affairs in 
Germany. Both nations are driving along 
the path which leads but to war, destruction 
and ruin. 

Under dictators there is but one national 
will. All others are subservient. With one 
will prevalent ordinary mistakes assume the 
proportions of major errors. Further, the 
restriction of individualism prevents the de- 
velopment of large mental stature. 

Th the words of John Stuart Mill: 

“A state that dwarfs its men in order that 
they may become more docile instruments in 
its hands, even for beneficial purposes, will 
find: that with small men no great thing can 
really be accomplished.” 

That is a thought that will encourage 


those who support British ideas of demo- — 


cratic government. For under the freedom 
' afforded by, democracy great men have been 
developed, much progress has been made, 
and a measure of prized liberty granted ob- 
_ tainable under no other form of government. 
In this connection we again quote Mill: 

* “The aly unfailing and permanent source 


ae where everything is dans ‘ene a ‘bu 


reaucracy, nothing to which the bureaucracy 
is opposed can be done at all.” - 

These thoughts are well worth the deep 
consideration of. all. lovers of, and believers 
in, the democratic form of government. — 


yo AN EARLY PRECEDENT 


The Farmers Creditors Arrangement Act 
has resulted in a measure of relief to debt- 
ridden farmers, but only a start has been 
made in this problem. Something more dras- 
tic may be developed before’ the matter is 
finally cleared up. 

While the Bennett government introduced 
and brought this act into law, there is a pre 
cedent for it. Twenty-five hundred years 
ago Greek farmers were relieved of their in- 
debtedness by the immortal Solon. He wiped 
out all farm mortgages and started the ag- 
riculture of Greece out on a clean financial 
slate. 

“The mortgage stones that covered here, 
by me 

Removed. The land that was a slave is 

free.” 

Solon made a clean sweep in his move to 
free farms and thus gained immortal fame. 
But he was not really the first, as old Ham- 
murabi, fifteen hundred years before Solon, 
provided for farm debt relief in his Babylon- 
ian code of laws, the oldest known in the 
world. An extract from this code: 

“If a man is liable for interest, and the 
God Abad has flooded his field or the harvest 
has been destroyed, or the corn has not 
grown through lack of water; then in that 
year he shall not pay corn to his creditor. 
He shall dip his tablet in water and the in- 
terest of that year he shall not pay.” 


MOST IMPORTANT SEASON 


From seeding time until harvest is a period 
of perpetual anxiety in Western Canada. 
The most important month is June and in its 
thirty days there are vast potentialities for 
both good and evil. Abundant rains in June, 
even if coming as late as the middle of the 
month, insures a fair crop at least. 

Everyone in the west knows the impor- 
tance of a good crop to the welfare of the 
country. Even children, whose sense of the 
economic realities is undeveloped, know 
what bountiful crops mean. And they know 
the misery and despair of a period of brazen 
and rainless skies and no moisture falling. 

There have been statements made from 
time to time about “enough moisture to carry 
the crop through.” But there never seems 
to be a period during the growing season in 
Southern Alberta when there is too much 
moisture.

Where the stubble is clean enough 
for the duckfoot cultivator to oper- 
ate, this implement, leaves most of 
the trash on the surface—if the duck- 
feet are run deeply enough to go 
under the root crowns of the stubble. 
Different depths of cultivating have 
been tried and about four inches seem 
to be satisfactory... This loosens the 
80i] deep enough for the rod weeder 
to be used for the next cultivation. 

This first cultivation with the duck- 
foot and one or two subsequent culti- 
vations with the rod weeder or duck- 
foot are usually sufficient here to 
keep the fallow clean, but in wet 
seasons, or where perennials such as 
Canada thistles are present, more 
cultivations are required. 


| Russian thistles grew up in some 


of the stubble last fall to such an ex- 
tent that the duckfoot cultivator can 
not be used on those flelds. The one- 
way disc works satisfactorily, how- 
ever, if used when the weeds and the 
top soil are dry and if run at a proper 
depth leaves a good trash covering 
On the surface. 

If a satisfactory trash cannot be 
left to protect the soil the flelds are 
kept clean of weeds with the culti- 
vator until the latter part of July and 
then ploughed as a final operation 
for the season. The ploughs are run 
two inches deeper than the cultivat- 
ors to turn up lumpy soil. 

Ploughed and _ ploughless fallows 
have been compared at the Station 
for eight years and there has been 
no significant difference in yields. 
Ploughless fallows permit the leaving 
of trash on the surface as a protec- 
tion against drifting, so this type of 
fallowing is being more widely used 
each year. 

Coupled with strip farming, it is 
doing much to bring soil drifting un- 
der control,—Lethbridge Herald 


Warble Fly and Export Cattle 

In order to comply with an order 
of the British government all cattle 
exported from Canada to England, 
Wales,.and Scotland from March to 
June inclusive in each year must be 
treated ‘With a preparation,” which 
will reduce the hazard of introducing 
the Warble Fly. 

Canadian cattle for export to the 
British Isles will be treated by of- 
ficials of the Health of Animals 
branch, dominion department of ag- 
riculture, or under official supervi- 
sion and at the expense of the depart- 
ment. The preparation to be used 
contains Derris Root, which is effec- 
tive against the immature warble fly. 
The treatment will be applied at the 
time the cattle are tagged at ship- 
ping or export point and an official 
certificate will be issued, declaring 
the have been treated in 
cordance with the requirements of 
the British Warble Fly (Dressing cf 
Cattle) Order, 1936.
